APRIL 26, 1965 



The regular quarterly meeting of The Board of Trustees 
of The Corcoran Gallery of Art was held at the Gallery at 10:30 
o’clock. The meeting was called to order by Mr. Hamilton, the 
other members present being Messrs. Glover and Thom, Mrs. Hall, 
and Messrs. Bradley, Wilson, and Finley. The Secretary, Assistant 
Secretary and Assistant Treasurer were also present. 

The Chair stated that the minutes of the Board Meeting 
of January 25th, 1965, be approved as written, with the deletion 
of the last sentence in the third paragraph on page 726. 

The Treasurer presented his Interim Report, covering the 
period of January 25th, 1965 through April 23rd, 1965, which was 
accepted with the thanks of the Board, and ordered to be placed on 
file. 


The Comptroller presented the report on the Operation of 
the Budget, which was in line with the usual experience for this 
period. The report was ordered filed with the minutes of this 
meeting. 


It was the consensus of the meeting that an architectural 
consultant be engaged to make a survey of the building, and that 
this operation should be coordinated with the special advisory com¬ 
mittee to the Trustees to be appointed at the luncheon meeting fol¬ 
lowing the meeting of the Board today. It was the consensus that 
the President be empowered to appoint a committee to select an 
architect, and that this committee consist of Messrs. Bradley, Thom, 
Gray, and such others as he might elect. 

It was decided not to air-condition an office for the 
office of the Curator of Education. 

It was decided that a sum not to exceed $2,000 be appro¬ 
priated to air-condition the following studios in the Art School: 

48, 49, and 50. 

The Chair reported that an estimate of the cost of air- 
conditioning the building from Wilberding Company, dated July 7, 1960 
indicated that this would cost approximately $400,000. It was de¬ 
cided to investigate the costs of air-conditioning the entire build¬ 
ing, based on the installation of a false ceiling and the use of arti 
ficial light, and, alternately, the cost of air-conditioning only the 
second floor. The above is based on the Potomac Electric Power Com¬ 
pany report filed with the report of the Committee on the Building. 
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and, if necessary, to increase the offer to $2,500. It is further 
resolved that the purchase money be appropriated from the W.A. Clark 
Fund. 


The following special exhibitions were approved: 

a. Washington Artists Series: John Rood. 

b. Past and Present . (Based on our permanent collection 
of American paintings and sculpture). 

c. Award-winning works sponsored by the Art Directors 
Club of Metropolitan Washington. 

d. Th e Work of Georgetown, Alexandria and Washington 

Si lversmiths , organized by the Associates of the 

Corcoran Gallery of Art. 


The Chair reported that Mrs. Halpert had indicated her 
firm intention to give the Gallery her collection of 20th-century 
American works of art, and that we were awaiting the receipt of the 
agreement setting out the conditions, which would be presented to 
the Board for approval. 

The Chair then announced that, at the luncheon meeting to 
follow the meeting of the Board, it was his intention to appoint a 
special committee to advise the Trustees on the future development 
of the Gallery. He stated that it was his intention to appoint the 
following: 

1. Mr. David Lloyd Kreeger, Chairman 

2. Mrs. Jefferson Patterson 

3. Mrs. G. Howland Chase 

4. The Honorable Francis Biddle 

5. Mr. Armistead Peter, III 

Mr. Corcoran Thom, Jr. and Mr. George E. Hamilton, Jr. 

to be the liaison with the Board 

Mr. Hermann'W. Williams, Jr., Secretary 
This suggestion was enthusiastically endorsed by the members present. 


Mr. Bradley then read excerpts from the quarterly report 
of the Committee on the Building and Grounds, which was accepted 
and ordered placed on file. 
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The Secretary then read excerpts from the quarterly report 
of the Supervisor of Extension Services, which showed an improvement 
in all phases of activity. The report was accepted and ordered filed. 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the following persons, having been found 

to qualify as FELLOWS in The Association of The Corcoran Gallery of 
Art, be and are hereby so elected:

David Lloyd Kreeger 

Bernice West Meyers (Mrs. Robert A.) 


The Secretary then reported that he had held a meeting of 
the Coordinating Committee, composed of the Chairmen of the Women's 
Committee, The Friends, and The Associates of The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art on April 12th, 1965. He stated that the meeting had been 
harmonious, and that a fine foundation had been established for the 
coordination of the various committees through semi-annual meetings. 


The following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

RESOLVED : That the President and The Board of Trustees 

of The Corcoran Gallery of Art do hereby express their sincere ap¬ 
preciation to Mr. Charles C. Glover, Jr. for the luncheon held in 
the French Room of the Gallery on April 26th, 1965, to which members 
of The Council were invited, as well as The Trustees, and repre¬ 
sentatives of the Women's Committee, The Associates, and The Friends. 

R ESOLVED : That the President and The Board of Trustees 

of The Corcoran Gallery of Art do hereby welcome the opportunity to 
express officially their sincere appreciation to Mrs. James 0. Denby, 
Chairman of the Women’s Committee; to Mrs. C. Leslie Glenn, Chair¬ 
man of the Ball Committee; and to all of the ladies who so ably 
assisted her in making the Annual Ball of 1965, honoring the opening 
of the exhibitions of Childe Hassam and George L. K. Morris , an out¬ 
standing social and financial success. 

The minutes of the Women's Committee meetings of Janu¬ 
ary 26th, February 23rd, and March 23rd, 1965 were ordered placed 
on file. With respect to the proposal of the Women’s Committee to 
allocate funds for a future Gallery cafeteria, the following action 
was taken: 

It is the sense of the Board that the establishment of 
a Gallery cafeteria is not r feasible at this time. 
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The Chair then raised the matter of what should be done 
with respect to the two sets of period furniture in the VI.A. Clark 
Collection which are not in exhibitable condition. It was pointed 
out that the fabric coverings had deteriorated to the point where 
they could not be restored, and that the furniture would have to be 
reupholstered in contemporary fabric. It was further pointed out 
that this cost was quite beyond the funds available within the 
W.A. Clark budget, even including current contributions. The Chair 
was encouraged, therefore, to take the matter up with the attorney 
for the Anna E. Clark estate, to determine whether or not it might 
be practical to dispose of this furniture. 

The Chair then brought up the matter of the Near Eastern 
rugs in the W.A. Clark Collection, and stated that negotiations were 
in progress with The Textile Museum of Washington, D.C., with a view 
to the possible loan of the preponderance of this collection on a 
long-term basis to the said museum. This proposal met with the en¬ 
dorsement of the Trustees in principle. 

The Chair then informed the Board of recent developments 
with respect to the Paganini Quartet, and stated that inasmuch as 
the quartet was on the point of being disbanded, he felt that the 
executors of the Anna E. Clark estate should be induced to effect 
the prompt transfer of the instruments to the Gallery. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned 
at 12:00 o'clock.

The Registrar of The Corcoran School of Art begs to submit the following 
report covering the period of April 1, 1965 through May 31, 1965- 


The Art School concluded its 77th year, characterized by innovations 
and experiment. Mr. Alexander Russo served as Chairman of Faculty and at 
his suggestion a system of grading instructors on the basis of experience, 
professional standing and other criteria was introduced. Plans were for¬ 
mulated for a certificate and/or degree program in the Art School. As a 
first step, an academic course. History of Art, will be offered to students 
in the 1965-66 term. 


Another innovation was a student exhibition and sale on April 5-9 
which was suggested by the sub-committee on the Art School of The Women's 
Committee and was staffed by committee members. As a result of the sale, 
the Art School was able to grant a Student Sale Scholarship amounting to 
$250.00. Charles Plosky, a graduate student from George Washington 
University, was the first winner. 

The Women's Committee donated $570.00 to be used for scholarships 
which were awarded to students in the Advertising Design; Department since they 
are precluded from applying for Ford Foundation grants. Mr. Joseph Taney, 
Chairman, in consultation with his lecturers and instructors, awarded two 
scholarships of $200.00 each to Jan L. Portner and Toshiko Nakajima. 


The April-May period is a prize-scholarship-award par excellence. 
Twenty-six unusually promising students competed for the W. W. Corcoran 
Scholarships. Three were successful: Yolonda McMahon, Anthony J. Sadito, 
and Michael Clark. Twenty-seven artists, from New York to Georgia, sent in 
portfolios to compete for the C rcoran Scholarships made possible by the 
Ford Foundation grant. The winners ware:

Coneours week was climaxed by the annual exercises in the Atrium on 
May 21, 1965. Hermann W. Williams, Jr., and Richard A. Madigan were our guests. 
The chief speaker was Dr. Raymond S. Stites, Curator in charge of Education, 

The National Gallery of Art. Mr. Williams spoke briefly and warmly of 
Heinz Warneke who retired from the Chairmanship of the Sculpture Department 
at the end of the school term. Fifteen first prizes in the form of cash 
awards and kk honorable mentions were distributed by Michael Straight, President 
of The Whitney Foundation. The Ronsheim Memorial Award to the most promising 
first year student went to David Fr-anke, Ceramics. The Eugen Weisz Memorial 
Award was presented to Alice Martinelli, Ceramics. Hilary Hynes, a first year 
student in Drawing and Design, was named to receive the Skowhegan Scholarship. 
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Andrea de Zarega, Albert Davis, Charles C. Uhl, Ralph Patterson, and William 
Taylor constituted the jury which reviewed the students' work. As a result 
of the Concours experience, it is recommended that a study be made of the 
convocation procedures.

BrocKie Stevenson was an additional member of the faculty who 
served as my assistant and general aide. He was a ready substitute for 
any teacher who was absent; he helped hang the exhibits; k» kept track 
of where everything should be at the right time; straightened out petty 
snarls and performed a thousand and one detailed jobs that helped the 
school running smoothly. He also supervised the painting of the student 
lcuage by the students themselves after school hours. The spruced up 
lounge was an immediate morale booster. 


An elaborate and very successful Open House for friends and the 
general public was held on July 15 from 10*00 a.m. - 2*00 p*m. in the 
school and on the grounds. Students, faculty and custodial staff worked 
together to make that day memorable. Permission was obtained from the 
District Government well ahead of time to hang art on the fence and 
grounds of the school and to hold demonstrations outdoors. 

The Ceramics Dept, arranged a continuous demonstration outside of 
the potter's wheel. Two outdoor painting classes worked while guests 
watched. One class worked on individual paintings. The other painted 
portraits of a Japanese model who posed in traditional kimono. 



instructors were on hand, indoors and out, to answer questions about 
their classes, the school and its work. Monitors were delegated to 
show visitors around. In many of the classrooms, there were demonstra¬ 
tions of work in progress. At l2sG0 in the auditorium, I gave a brief 
talk on "Washington, D. C. - The Emerging Art City." There was also 
an extensive exhibit of student work in the studios and hallways of 
the building. 

A large crowd of visitors came. Many stayed for several hours. 

The Open House served as a terminal exhibit for the first half of 
the Summer School term. In middle of the second term (about the first 
week of August), students were given an opportunity to display their 
works more formally and for a longer period of time. Each instructor 
chose some superior works from his or her class to hang in the school 
office. Mr. Richard Madigan, Assistant Director of the Corcoran Gallery 
of Art, juried the exhibit and awarded first prize ribbons to a member 
of each class. Other works were hung in the School Gallery, the halls 
and the halls downstairs. Mr. Madigan judged these also, awarding 
honorable mention ribbons. All of the exhibited work hung until the 
summer school term was over. 

Altogether, everything ran smoothly, there was a cheerful but 
hardworking atmosphere among both students and faculty, and the 
faculty cooperated with me to the fullest to help carry through all 
of my plans.

The Registrar of The Corcoran School of Art begs to submit the following 
report covering the period of April 1, 1965 through May 31, 1965. 

The Art School concluded its 77th year, characterized by innovations 
and experiment. Mr.' Alexander Russo served as Chairman of Faculty and at 
his suggestion a system of grading instructors on the basis of experience, 
professional standing and other criteria was introduced. Plans were for¬ 
mulated for a certificate and/or degree program in the Art School. As a 
first step, an academic course, History of Art, will be offered to students 
in the 1965-66 term. 

Another innovation was a student exhibition and sale on April 5-9 
which was suggested by the sub-committee on the Art School of The Women's 
Committee and was staffed by committee members. As a result of the sale, 
the Art School was able to grant a Student Sale Scholarship amounting to 
$250.00. Charles Plosky, a graduate student from George Washington 
University, was the first winner. 

The Women's Committee donated $570.00 to be used for scholarships 
which were awarded to students in the Advertising Design Department since they 
are precluded from applying for Ford Foundation grants. Mr. Joseph Taney, 
Chairman, in consultation with his lecturers and instructors, awarded two 
scholarships of $200.00 each to Jan L. Portner and Toshiko Nakajima. 

The April-May period is a prize-sfcholarship-award period par excellence. 
Twenty-six unusually promising students con^eted for the W. W. Crcoran 
Scholarships. Three were successful: Yolonda McMahon, Anthony J. Sadito, 
and Michael Clark. Twenty-seven artists, from New York to Georgia, sent in 
portfolios to compete for the Corcoran Scholarships made possible by the 
Ford Foundation grant. The winners were:

Concours week was climaxed by the annual exercises in the Atrium on 
May 21, 1965. Hermann W. Williams, Jr., and Richard A. Madigan were our guests. 
The chief speaker was Dr. Raymond S. Stites, Curator in charge of Education, 

The National Gallery of Art. Mr. Williams spoke briefly and warmly of 
Heinz Warneke who retired from the.Chairmanship of the Sculpture Department 
at the end of the school term. Fifteen first prizes in the form of cash 
awards and lilt honorable mentions were distributed by Michael Straight, President 
of The Whitney Foundation. The Ronsheim Memorial Award to the most promising 
first year student went to David Franke, Ceramics. The Eugen Weisz Memorial 
Award was presented to Alice Martinelli, Ceramics. Hilary Hynes, a first year 
student in Drawing and Design, was named to receive the Skowhegan Scholarship. 
Andrea de Zarega, Albert Davis, Charles C. Uhl, Ralph Patterson, and William 
Taylor constituted the jury which reviewed the students' work. As a result of the 
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Concours experience, it is recommended that a study be made of the convocation 
procedures.

The Supervisor of Extension Services begs to submit the following report 
covering the period from June I through September 30, 1965 . 

1. MEMBERSHIP 

Total Membership in the Association of The Corcoran Gallery of Art was 
4,342 on September 30, 1965 as compared to 3,777 at the same time in 
1964, representing another increase of 565 Members, the largest number 
since the inception of the program. 

Income for the four months was $14,920 as compared to $ 16,7 3 3 in 1964. 
However, total income from January I through September 30, 1965 was 

$34,810.76 as compared to $34,022.00 in 1964, an increase of $788.76. 

Due to the absenceof the Membership secretary and the delay in engaging 
a replacement, the annual Membership Drive was started about 10 days 
later than usual. This is reflected in Membership income but the decrease 
of $1,813.00 should be more than made up in the next quarter. 

2. SALES DESK 

Gross income at the Sales Desk for the four months covered by this 
report was $5,598.87 as compared to $7,709.12 in 1964. This decrease 
should be attributed largely to an unseasonably hot summer, making 
visitors to the un-airconditioned Gallery very uncomfortable and not too 
anxious to spend time or money in The Corcoran. The same is reflected 
in the attendence figures. 

3 . SALES FROM CONTEMPORARY EXHIBITIONS 


There were no exhibitions of this type during the period covered by 
this report. 







4. PUBLICITY 
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Most of the publicity received in these four months was devoted to Th 
Corcoran School of Art which had excel lent coverage during the summer 
months. It was topped by a long illustrated article in the August 22

DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION QUARTERLY REPORT 


Director 

Corcoran Gallery of Art 
Washington, D.C. 


Dear Mr. Williams: 

The Curator of Education herewith submits the follow¬ 
ing report covering the period June 1st - September 1, 
1965. 

I. General 

A Department of Education was begun for the first 
time in the history of the Corcoran. The actual date 
of my arrival as Curator of Education and the formation 
of the Department was June 15th, 1965. With the invalu¬ 
able aid of Miss Adele Freedman, Education Secretary, a 
review and organization of the files, tours and appen¬ 
dages hare been effected in preparation for the forthcom¬ 
ing year. Measures of conservation have been taken to 
establish the Department with as much Gallery owned 
equipment (desks, chairs, filing cabinets, fans, etc.) 
as possible, rather than purchasing new equipment from 
our limited budget. This has resulted in an estimated 
savings of $500.00. The overall progress and Gallery 
staff cooperation have been most satisfactory. 

II. Art School Course 


The Curator of Education has agreed to teach a 
Survey of Art course for the students of the Corcoran 
School of Art. The course will meet each Tuesday and 
Thursday for the next year (holidays excluded) from 
9 - 10:30 A.M. A text book, Janson: History of Art , 
has been selected and is being sold to the students 
through the school registrar, Mrs. Kovner. For this 
course, as well as other gallery staff lectures, a 
survey set of 2 x 2 color slides is being acquired. 

The cost of these slides is being incorporated within 
the budget of the Education Department. Though a final 
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figure is not as yet determinable, a minimum of 36 
and a maximum of 45 students are enrolled. Total in¬ 
come from this project for one semester is between 
$2700.00 - $3375.00. 

III. Public Tours 

In the past, there appear to have been no tours 
given during the summer. Thus there are no statistics, 
for comparison, from past quarterly reports. Despite 
the heat, we did have two requests for tours this 
summer and so serviced 55 people. 

IV. Docent School Program 

Three new tours have been created for the Fall 
school tours. New write ups have been or are in the 
process of being prepared for this purpose. These 
tours have been favorably received by docents and 
schools. New reproductions are necessary for these 
tours and 4 have been requested. Towards the cost of 
these reproductions, $2251.00, the docents have offered 
$1000.00 and a smaller sum would be offered by the 
Education Office. The matter is still pending. 

V. Future Projects 

Regarding the Elementary and Secondary Education 
Act of 1965, U.S. Department of H.E.W., whereby it 
was the Curator of Education’s hope that funds could be 
made available to the Corcoran, it would appear less 
desirable than first thought. Any property purchased 
with these funds remains the possession of the ensuing 
educational agency - in our case the D.C. Public Schools. 
Thus the actual increase in Gallery income or assets 
would be offset by a proportional increase of added 
responsibility. Until it is clear that a definite ad¬ 
vantage can be realized from further pursuit, I am 
holding the matter in abeyance. 

It is still my desire to pursue the idea of a 
Junior Museum to be located in Galleries 48, 49, 50 
but no action has been taken pending further investiga¬ 


tion

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the 
following report covering the period April 1 - September 30, 1965. 

The major retrospective exhibitions devoted to the paintings of 
Childe Hassam and the paintings and sculpture of George L.K. Morris opened 
on April 30 on the occasion of the Annual Ball. Prior to the opening, two 
staff members spent four days in New York City packing the works for the 
exhibition and transporting them to The Corcoran. 

The maintenance staff also assisted the Women's Committee in a 
wide variety of tasks associated with the Annual Ball. 

During the period covered by this report, ten new sculpture 
pedestals were constructed; file cabinets were built for the photography 
department of the school; gallery 43 was repainted; and the Advertising 
Design class room panels were repainted. 

The final weeks of May were devoted to preparation for the final 
exercises of the school, held on May 21. 

During the summer, the maintenance staff was occupied in routine 

work. 


The re-wiring of the building, authorized last winter, is presently 
about 95% complete. 

Frank Sullivan Associates, engineers, are currently making a survey 
of the building, studying alternate measures for air conditioning. The cost 



of this will be $500.00 which will be credited against the ultimate cost 
when, as and if a major air-conditioning program is started.
